OSICALA, H Salvador — The 
jSalvadoran Army launched an of- 
fensive Thursday against a guerrilla 
stronghold in northeastern Mont* 
zta province three days after peace 
talks between the government and 
die insurgents.

NAIROBI —The first nearly 
complete skeleton ever found of 
a Human forerunner suggests 
that man’s early ancestors were 
as large as man is today, the 
paleontologist Richard Leakey 
said Thursday. 

He said the skeleton of a ju- 
venile specimen of Homo ere c- 
. tus was found on the shores of 
i.ftfce Turkana in Kenya by a 
nine-member team of scientists 
in August It is believed to be 
■ about 1.6 milli on years old.

Nigeria Reduces 
Oil Price by $2, 
Pressing OPEC

LAGOS — Nigeria bolted from 
its OPEC price constraints late 
Thursday, saying that it was imme- 
diately cutting its oil prices by S2 a 
barrel, to $28. 

The announcement came only 
hours after the oil cartel had called 
an emergency meeting for Ocl 29 
to review the “critical situation” of 
falling prices. 

Abu Dhabi, another OPEC state, 
also defected from the 13-nation 
cartel and lowered the price of its 
best quality ofl, by 50 cents a bar- 
rel, to major customers, industry 
sources in London said. The Nige- 


ald P. Hodd said Thursday oil 
prices could fall further in coming 
months. 

Meanwhile, on the spot, or non- 
comract, market Thursday, Euro- 
pean traders were quoting a price 
erf about $26.75 a barrel for Brent,

Middle East tour, won warm public praise from 
his Israeli counterpart. Yitzhak Rabin, praise 
that would have been unthinkable several years 
ago. 

“We believe you're a friend, and you’ve 
proved it," Mr. Rabin said in a toast 

It was a measure of how far Mr. Weinberger 
has come in his job. Originally perceived as a 
good manager of the Pentagon but lacking in 
diplomatic experience, he is now viewed as un- 
impressive in explaining Pentagon policy to 
Congress. But he has developed increasing stat- 
ure as an international representative of the 
Reagan administration. 

Proof of his high diplomatic profile is that he 
was sent to the Middle East just before the U.S. 
elections. 

Regarded suspiciously by Israelis when he 
took office, Mr. Weinberger bas quietly deliv- 
ered on his promises while continuing to sup- 
port many U.S. policies toward Arab countries 
that Israel resents. 

His understated style, which caused many 


people to underestimate him, has proved an 
asseL 

of Jte^Nbrth Adand^Treaty Organization last 
spring, for example, Joseph Luos, who then was 
secretary-general, accused the Dutch govern- 
ment of a lack of political leadership in selling 
the alliance's nuclear policies. On the same 
platform, Mr. Weinberger pointedly declined to 
join the public criticism. 

“It was a typical Cap performance: no public 
hectoring, but steady, low-key pressure on the 
Dutch inside the meeting," said a European 
official “This way he avoided the gaffe of ap- 
pearing to interfere in Dutch politics." 

This kind of performance was more than 
many allied governments expected in the early 
days of the Reagan administration. Gradually, 
Mr. Weinberger has gained a reputation among 
many allied officials as a stubborn but effective 
advocate of basic U.S. policies in a period of 
tense relations. 

He is recognized as lacking the mastery of 
defense strategy of some predecessors, such as 
Harold Brown and James R. Sddesmger. But in 
the words of Mr. Luns, he has developed a 
“solid, respected working relationship with his 
European colleagues." 


“He avoids making problems into rancorous 
issues," said a British minister who works with 
him. West Germany’s defense minister, 
Manfred Werner, said that Mr. Weinberger 
acted like a man dealing from a position of 
strength. 

In the United States, Mr. Weinberger's per-

Chernenko Interview: U.S. Analysts 
Differ on Soviet Leader’s Objectives

WASHINGTON — President 
Konstantin U. Chernenko has 
demonstrated that the Soviet 
Union, for its own purposes, shares 
an interest with President Ronald 
Reagan in curbing the acrimonious 
cross fire between the two super- 
powers and in displaying an eager- 
ness to break out of the impasse 
between the two nations. 

U.S_ specialists have widely di- 
vergent views, however, about the 
objectives behind Mr. Chernenko's 
interview Tuesday with The Wash- 
ington Post 

Many U.S. analysts see it pri- 
marily as a tactic to exploit the U.S. 
political scene before the foreign 
policy debate Sunday between Mr. 
Reagan and the Democratic presi- 
dential nominee, Walter F. Mon- 
dale, by focusing on concessions 
sought by the Kremlin to break the 
impasse on arms control 

From that perspective, the Soviet 
move confirms and extends the mo- 
derating process begun in meetings 
last month involving Mr. Reagan, 
Foreign Minis ter Andrei A. Gro- 
myko and Secretary of State 
George P. Shultz, but indicates no 
sign of a shift on substance. 

To other analysts, however, the 
purposes were overwhelmingly 
centered on domestic Soviet con- 
cerns, and the U.S. election factor 
only peripheral 

From this outlook, a major ob- 
jective of the interview was to 
strengthen Mr. Chernenko's posi- 
tion m the Soviet hierarchy amid 
great uncertainty about the state of 
the leadership by showing that he is 
in charge and can function on the 
world scene as spokesman for the 
collective leadership. 

Some specialists saw a combina- 
tion of these objectives. 

Mr. Chernenko, acting as “chair- 
man of the board" of the Soviet 
Politburo, was demonstrating that 
“the Soviet bear is not hibernat- 
ing." contrary to the Reagan ad- 
ministration's contention that the 
Soviet Union has been incapacitat- 


ed by its frequent turnover in rul- 
ers, according to Dimitri K. Stines, 
a Soviet specialist for the Carnegie 
Endowment for Internationa] 
Peace.

BEIRUT— Lebanese Army and 
Druze militiamen battled with 
heavy artillery Thursday in the hills 
east of Beirut.

Mondale Assessed Effect of Medication 

NEW YORK (NYT) — Walter F. Mondale temporarily stopped 
taking one of the three drugs be uses to control high blood pressure to 
learn whether il affected his mood or work performance, his personal 
physician said Thursday. 

Mr. Mondale, the Democratic presidential nominee, noticed no chance 
as a result of the three-day test and has resumed the full regimen, the 
physician, Dr. Milton M. Hurwitz, said in a telephone interview from his 
office in Sl Paul, Minnesota. 

Mr. Mondale is required to take the medication daily to control his 
blood pressure. He has taken drugs to combat high blood pressure since 
1971. Among the drugs be now takes is a “beta blocker” called atenolol, 
which can cause lethargy, depression and other unwanted changes in 
mood in some users. He also takes Dyazide (a diuretic) and hydralazine 
(which relaxes the arteries). Beta blockers thwart the affects of adrenaline 
and other substances, but precisely how these drugs affect blood pressure 
is not known. 

Dr. Hurwitz said last month in an interview that he had detected no 
sign in Mr. Mondale of an adverse reaction to any of the drugs the 56- 
year-old candida te was using Dr. Hurwitz said last week's test resulted 
from a complaint by Mr. Mondale that “things were going sluggishly” for 
him, and the candidate wondered if the medication could be a factor. 

Bishop Sends Apology to Ferraro 

WASHINGTON (WP) — The Roman Catholic bishop of Scranton, 
Pennsylvania, who last month denounced Representative Geraldine A. 
Ferraro for her views on abortion, subsequently wrote her an apologetic 
tetter, saying his comments had been distorted and pledging his friend- 
ship. 

“After the election — win, lose or draw — you still have a friend in 
Scranton, Pennsylvania, one whom you may have thought is an enemy.”

LONDON — Mussolini financed Britain’s Fascist movement in 
the 1930s to the extent that it would probably haw faded away 
without him. according to intelligence reports -declassified Thursday. 

The reports- by the MI-5 counterintelligence agency said Italian 
money laundered into a secret London h«nfc account surpassed 
JESOJMO (then about S350.000) in 1 935. 

At that time, the Blackshirt movement led by Sir Oswald Mode) 
was claiming 500,000 members. 

“The movement has failed almost everywhere,” said an Ml-5 
report. “Where it seemed to have roots in this country, these roots 
now appear very much frailer and to have been kept alive only by 
artificial means.” 

It said Fascism was “for all practical purposes dependent on 
foreign funds." Without such funds, it said. Fascism “would probably ; 
cease to exist"

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If the Dollar Falls . . . 


Conceivably, the dollar won’t fall; more 
likely, it wifl. So what happens then? The 
hope would be that America's huge foreign 
trade deficit would shrink, pressure for pro- 
tection would weaken, debtor countries 
would find their burdens reduced and oil 
would get cheaper the worid over. But the 
way from here to there might not be smooth. 

American producers have recently lost a 
third of their competitive edge, which helps 
to explain why the adverse gap between 
exports and imports is as much as 3 percent 
of GNP. To finance this gap the world's 
strongest economy is running into heavy 
foreign debt that will burden the future. It is 
undesirable for this to continue — and per- 
haps unlikely, since foreigners will not want 
to pile up dollars indefinitely. If market 
sentiment changes, the dollar will fall. 

Devaluation might be achieved smoothly 
if the budget deficit were reduced. Interest 
rates would fall because the government was 
borrowing less, and the inflow of foreign 
funds forcing the dollar up would tail off. 
But the path may be bumpier than this. 

If tire dollar falls, U.S. infla tion will revive 
a bit because the prices of imported goods 
will rise. So the fall in the no minal value of 
the dollar mil not confer an equivalent ben- 
efit to the competitive position of American 
producers because their costs will rise. 

Another problem: America's allies com- 
plain about the strength of the dollar, but 
they could change their tune when it sinks 
and their producers start losing their com- 
petitive edge. Some governments might seek 
to follow the dollar down; or they might 
protect their industries against U.S. goods. 

A third problem is that the beneficial 


effects of devaluation on trade are slow. At 
the start exports earn less foreign currency 
than before, and it takes time before export- 
ers can step up the physical volume of their 
sales to offset this. Imports cost more, and it 
takes time before home producers can re- 
place them. So the initial effect of a devalua- 
tion is to increase the trade deficit. It may be 
years before devaluation is seen to pay off. 
In this period there is a risk that the markets 
will lose confidence, devaluation will over- 
shoot and inflation wiD be boosted further. 

To succeed, an exchange rate change has 
to be buttressed by significant changes in 
economic policy at home and abroad. The 
United States, for example, would need to 
ensure that domestic demand was reined in 
sufficiently to free the productive resources 
needed for the export drive. For the foreign 
account to return to balance, some 3 percent 
of prodnction would have to be switched 
from home consumption to exports. Even 
over several years, this would be challenging. 

Meanwhile, other countries would have to 
ensure that their demand was strong enough 
to absorb more American goods. This could 
require no little modification of their present 
policies. It boils down to saying that demand 
in Europe, for example, should be rising 
faster than demand in America. At present, 
exactly the opposite is the case. 

A better constellation of exchange rates is 
surely desirable, but achieving it will take 
determined action — and strong nerves in 
the interval before it works. The action, as 
far as America is concerned, would best be a 
significant correction of the budget deficit 
— which is roughly where we came in.

Chernenko the Debater 


That was a very rare interview that Kon- 
stantin Chernenko gave Washington Post cor- 
respondent Dusko Doder ( IHT, OcL 17). Pre- 
cisely because of its uncommon nature, the 
question is quick to arise; Why now? The 
answer has several parts. In the background 
may lie Soviet concern over the extra strategic 
and economic burdens of life after dtteate. In 
the middle ground there is the condition of 
flux that led Foreign Minister Andrei Gromy- 
ko to test the possibilities of intervention in the 
American political campaign. In the fore- 
ground, the here and now, is the evident tight- 
ening of that presidential race and a resulting 
Soviet hope to get the two candidates to bid 
each other up a bit in the debate on Sunday for 
the title of the man most likely to deal peace- 
ably and effectively with Moscow in 1985. 

But will it work out that way? The 73-year- 
old Chernenko and his advisers surely know 
that the “practical steps” he now asks of 
America — demilitarization of space, a nucle- 
ar freeze, a pledge of no first nuclear use and 
the ending of all nuclear tests — require from 
Ronald Reagan extremely difficult polity re- 
versals. In that sense the Chernenko agenda 
implicitly gives a broad opening to Walter 
Mondale. But it cannot be considered a very 
attractive one; Mr. Mondale can hardly be 
eager to become sponsor of any part of the 
offered Soviet negotiating position. 

What can either candidate profitably say in 
response? Mr. Reagan will probably argue that 
t is his tough line that has induced the Rus- 
sians to stop huffing and puffing and to knock 
igain on the Washington door with a proposed 


intermediate agenda and a hint that only parts 
of it need to be taken up in order to restart the 
big missile rafts that Moscow quit last year. 
(Mr. Chernenko did seem to be easing the 
previous Soviet insistence that, for these rafts 
to resume, America must first rofl bade its new 
European missil e deployments.) Mr. Mondale 
will probably point out that ah Mr. Reagan 
has done in Soviet-U.S. relations is finally to 
stop making them worse. His task will be to 
persuade voters that he has the firmness and 
the flexibility to break the arms control stale- 
mate on terms satisfactory to them. 

The Chernenko approach, which expands 
on Soviet formulations m.-tde earlier this year, 
is face-saving and in some respects practical: 
to tackle other aims control issues now by way 
of sliding back later into talks about the mis- 
siles that mailer most. Of these other issues, 
however, ah but one are really out of the 
question. That one is the matter of under- 
ground nudear tests. The two sides could con- 
ceivably move to complete negotiations on 
banning underground tests; or the United 
States could, on the basis of some new talks 
and understandings, move to ratify the two 
already negotiated treaties (1974, 1976) limit- 
ing the size of tests pending a full ban. This is 
an old debate. The weapons testers have their 
reasons for opposing ratification of these trea- 
ties, and we will probably be hearing much 
about them in the days ahead. But, so far as we 
have been able to judge, none of these reasons 
for refusing to go ahead an the underground 
testing limitations stand up wefl.

One rather naive theory, popular in the days 
f “detente," was that arms control negotia- 
ons could be, as it were, the tranquilizer of 
ast-West relations. If only America and Rus- 


sia could sit down and sign some agreements 
about nudear weapons, they would stop feel- 
ing so tense about their differences over Eu- 
rope, the Middle East, Central America. This 
theory got things upside down. “Tension,” the 
pohle word for a dash of interests, leads to the 
production of armaments, not the other way 
round. So long as East and West are separated 
by a political chasm — and the contest be- 
tween Marxism and pluralism is as deep a 
difference of interests as the wodd has seen for 
a long time — neither side win cheerfully let 
the other have an advantage in weapons. 

The Reagan rearmament program has start- 
ed to rebuild American strength. President 
Chernenko and his colleagues must be starting 
to realize that any attempt to recapture the 
advantages the Russians thought they enjoyed 
four years ago would be hideously esqxnsive. 
This is why a return to arms control is possible 
in a second Reagan administration.

■ The parties are not looking for 
common ground. Far from iL They 
are concentrating on fiercely disput- 
ed territory. The conflict over territo- 
ry daily becomes deeper and more 
bitter —specially on the central issue 
of the future of the Palestinian terri- 
tory of the West Bank and Gaza, and 
particularly on the question of the 
future of the holy sites of Islam in 
East Jerusalem where no Moslem 
would be prepared to give' way to 
Israeli annexation. 

Fax from agreement on common 
ground, the danger of a violent and 
much wider conflict over disputed 
territory involving all Arab and Mos- 
lem states and even the superpowers 
comes much nearer. 

To hope or to imagine that a peace 


settlement could be achieved by the 
present leadership in Israel (with a 
veto by the Likud) in direct negotia- 
tion with Palestinian and other Arab 
neighbors is a deceitful delusion. It 
could lead only to further delay, 
deadlock and disaster. 

It is erf the utmost importance to 
recognize that the peace m the Mid- 
dle East from which all concerned 
can so greatly benefit can come only 
by a new international initiative; 

At one time h was thought that the 
United States might find an answer, . 
but in the overall confrontation the 
U.S. government has admitted its 
failure, if not its errors. At any rate 
no one now believes that the United 
Slates alone can save the situation. 
America, i t is true, still has a vital role 
to play, but not alone. 

The time has come for much wider 
international action. Where and 
when and how? Surely the initiative 
should be undertaken in the United 
Nations Security Council. 

An international conference as 
now proposed tty the Soviet Union 
has obvious disadvantages. Who 
should preside? Who would partici- 
pate? How could initial disputes be 
settled and any decisions enforced? 
Nations come to conferences with 
minds msrfa up and usually go home 
with original positions maintained. 

In the Security Council the super- 
powers have equal rank, the Europe- 
ans have an equal say and Israel, 
Jordan and other neighboring states, 
as well as the Palestinians, can all be 
heard. Unanimity was achieved cm 
the Middle East in 1967 and could be 
again. But an international lead, an 
independent initiative, is ««gntial. 

Wnat a dreadful mistake it will be 
if we now allow the drift to continue 
in shameful inaction. 

It is important to remember that it 
is now widely accepted and agreed 
that peace can be won in the Middle 
East only if three aims are achieved; 
independence for the Lebanese, free- 
dom for the Palestinians and security 
for the Israelis. The three aims are 
lent on each other. 

:can be no Middle East peace 
if Israel continues to occupy and in- 
filtrate and dominate parts of Leba- 
non. Nor can there be peace if the 
Palestinians are denied a ho meland 
of their own where they can make 
their own decisions on their own fu- 
ture. Nor can there be peace unless 
Israel can “live in peace within secure 
and recognized boundaries free from 
threats and acts of force” (to quote 
the words of the unanimous Security 
Council Resolution 242 of 1967). 

Time aims are increasingly obvi- 
ous and accepted, yet there has been 
little or no thought given to the all- 
. important question of how a peace 
settlement with the three stated pur- 
poses can be worked out and now 
international agreement can be nego- 
tiated and put into effect. 

It is essential to make further use 
of the Security Council which has the 
membership, the methods and the 
experience ready for the task. 

It would, however, I believe, be 
quite wrong to expea any sudden 
advance or quick result It would be 
best, I suggest, if the Council would 
now initiate new discussions, and 
then allow ample time for detailed 
and persistent negotiation, over a pe- 


riod of some months. It would be best 
if the aim were to reach a consensus 
by the end of this year or early 1985. 

And this time it would be weD to 
have it clearly understood from the 
start that the Security Council is de- 
termined to see its conclusions given 
effect. In 1967 it was left to Gtmnar 
Jarring, the UN special envoy to the 
Middle East, to tiy to get agreement 
for action on the Security Council’s 
unanimous conclusions. When his 
proposals were at once flatly rqected 
by Land, the Council failed to act 
again. This time aU the members of 
the Council, mrimting specially the 


United 5ta»* and the Soviet Union, 
would have to make it plain that they 
would allow no going rack. 

Is this expecting too much? It is 
certainly expecting a lot But the Se- 
curity Council was able to reach 
agreement before. It should surely 
not be impossible to agree again , u 
nothing is done, if Israel persists in 
policies of aggression and annexation 
and if toon conflict between Israel 
and Arabs results, the whole world 
will face a continuing catastrophe 
with terrible consequences, not least 
for the Arabs and Israelis. 

It is, I believe, dear that only an 


international initiative in the Security 
Council an initiative mess caraajty 
prepared and most strongly purawL 
out save the Middle East and the 
world from disastrous conflict on a 
•rale not previously imagined. 

This is the challenge to all the 
worid. It cannot be ignored or evad- 
ed. It is a disgrace that it has been leu 
so late. But there is still lime if the 
principal powers are cow prepared to 
make urgent use of the methods and 
procedures of the United Nations, 
the organization which they ensued 

to keep peace in the world. 

If any member of the Security 
Councfl now seeks to prevent or de- 
lay decisive action by the Council it 
will deserve the condemnation of Ar- 
abs and Israelis and everyone else.

First, because the left, which promised change, is in 
power. Everybody is on tire same ride of the door. “Far 
decades, under the right, wc blamed them for what was 
wrong and thought, ‘One day well be in power and 
then things will be better,’ ” a disillusioned leftist has 
said. “WeD, now we are, and thin g s mostly aren't 
better. But there’s no recourse.” 

Secondly, because, with all the sound and fury of 
power, no rate inside is likely to hear. “People have the 
impression that the thin g s they tell you ana the letters 
they write you reach neither your ears nor your eyes,” a 
columnist wrote recentty, addressing Mr. Papandreou 
in the leftwingdafly Ekltherotypia. “It may be because 
you don’t take the trouble to reply.” 

This disaffection does not realty have to do with 
foreign or economic polity. It concerns something less 


tangible, and more fundamental: the ethos of govern- 
ment under the Socialists compared to tire right. 

For many Greeks who supported PASOK in 1981. 
alloghi was as much a promise of a higher standard of 
liberal behavior in the exercise oF power as a pledge to 
set the country’s international affairs or its finances in 
order. Many of these people now fed that tire Socialists 
have failed to live up to that promise. 

They say they regard as a failure the fact that public 
life is still colored by a “sheep and goats” mentality, 
whereby people are classified as friends or enemies and 
trcaiedas such, depending on their political convic- 
tions; that state television remains a highly controlled 
instrument of propaganda; that dissent in party - or 
government r anks is met with cries of "conspiracy" 
and punished with expulsion; that, having for years 
accused the right of lack of transparency, the Socialists 
in power have frequently proved just as anxious to 
obscure controversial aspects of government policy. 

The list varies a little this way or that, depending on 
whom one is talking to, but the gist is always the same. 

Mr. Papandreou ought to be concerned about this 
disaffection. And not so much because it might cost 
him the 1985 general election. The prevailing view 
among political analysts at present is that the Socialists 
will win a second term — if only because, however 
disillusioned liberal Greeks may be. they remain as 
anxious as in 1981 to keep the right out of power, and 
there is no viable alternative to PASOK on the left. 

The prime minis ter ought to be concerned because 
those Greeks represent the Socialists' democratic con- 
science. And that conscience is today deeply troubled.

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Lady Antonia, 
At Home in the 
17th Century

N EW YORK — Td have been as 
dead as a doornail in the 17th 
century,” says Lady Antonia Fra- 
ser cheerily, reflecting cn the dif- 
ficult birth of her fifth rfri ld “I had six 
children in 10years/For them it would have 
been nothing. They all did it.” Lady Antonia 
knows whereof she speaks. Her fifth major 
work of history, “The Weaker Vessel,” re- 
counts the intimate daily lives of women in 
17th-century England. 

Lady Antonia, 52, is not, to put it mildly, a 
weak vessel In her hotel sane (“So mn^h 
more luxurious than our home”), she is 
charming and controlled. Her impeccable 
manners make the impersonal surroundings 
welcoming. Her husband, the British play- 
wright Harold Pinter, who is in town to read 
from his plays, moves quickly through the 
room as if in fear of attracting a stray ques- 
tion or two. “He’s going to act every part 
himself,” his wife ex plains “Something Ws 
always wanted to do.” 

And that’s all about Harold. Lady . An- 
tonia is legendary for her refusal to answer 
questions either about her husband or about 
the highly publicized scandal that preceded 
their marriage. In 1975, Pinter left his wife, 
the actress Vivien Merchant, and Lady A. 
left her husband and the father of her six 
children, the politician Sir Hugh Fraser. The 
London tabloids had a field day, though 
' such a furor is hard to reconcile with this 
small man in his dapper gray suit and horn - 
rimm ed glasses and his stately blonde wife. 

On this occasion Lady Antonia does un- 
bend to relate the story of her husband 
agreeing tojrive a quote about her to a 
journalist: “She's terrific.” The reporter per- 
sisted. “She’s terrific in even way,” allowed 
Harold Pinter when pressed. His wife was 
enchanted. “Harold’s Harold,” she ex- 
plained. “He does whatever he likes. X 
thought it was quite charming.” 

Marriage and six children would more 
than fin most people’s Eves, but Lady An- 
tonia Fraser began writing in the mid- 1960s, 
with the story of Mary, queen of Scots, who 
spent half her life in captivity at the winm of 
Elizabeth I in the late 16th century. Queen of 
France and Scotland, she fared 31 m both 
love and life and was executed without fan- 
fare at the age of 45. Antonia Fraser’s biog- 
raphy won the James Tait Blade Prize m 
1 969, launching her ca ree r as a hiernrian , 

Lady Antonia produced babies faster than 
books. She turned to Oliver Cromwell, lead- 
er of the Puritan revolutionaries who sepa- 
rated Charies I from both his throne and his 
head. Her 1973 biography, “Cromwell, the 
Lord Protector,” was fallowed in 1979 by a 
life of King Charles H, an exfle, statesman, 
rou£ and restorer of the monarchy; both 
books were hailed as triumphs of biography 
and narrative history.

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A LL this time, however, another idea was 
cooking, an idea that impinged on all 
jLJLthe areas she had previously re- 
searched. “The Weaker Vessel,” Lady An- 
tonia says, is “my most ambitious book.” 
Working on Queen Mazy, Cromwell and 
King Charles, she kept unearthing stories 
about women in the wings of history, and 
despite initial skepticism, her publishers on 

both rides of the Atlantic encouraged her to 

gp ahead. 

“The Weaker Vessd" looks at many dif- 
ferent aspects of the life of 17th-century 
women: marriage, birth, widowhood, di- 
vorce, prostitution, the stage, business. Each 
chapter is a maze of interconnected life sto- 
ries of women, almost always pregnant, end- 
ing all too often in sudden death, mostly in 
childhirth. The book’s organization is a tour 
de farce. “It was very, very difficult,” she 
recalls. “When I started to write, I remember 
saying to Harold, Tm writingaboui 51 -per- 
cent or the population over 100 years, trying 


for a strong narrative Sow, anecdotes and 
characters. I'm in despair. I may throw .the 
whole thing in the wastepaper basket.’ ” She 
persevered, writing for 15 straight months. 

The book begins with the pathetic tale of 
14-year-old Frances Coke, later Lady Pur- 
beck, who was “tied to the bedposts and 
whipped” to force her to agree to marry 26- 
year-old Sr John ViHias, a charmer who 
“suffered from periodic fits of insanity of a 
manic Tiatwrft whieh mi g ht lead him to s mash 

glass and ‘bloody’ himself." Bat her youth 
and his illness were no deterrent to their 
relatives, who conld think only of her money 
and his title. The pair were duly married with 
much festivity in the presence of King 
James. They did not, Lady Antonia points 
out, live happily ever after. 

She is «Mfgri for her favorites among the 
book’s hnge cast of women and children. 
“Depending on ray mood, I lay other Cath- 
erine Sedley or Mrs. CdHer.* The former 
was a driimy, .plain bnt witty and detenmned 
woman who became the mistress of Charles 
ITs brother, the Duke of York : “I fdt I had 
to indude a royal mistress, and Td done Hell 
Gwynn.” 

Fortunately, there was no lack of Stuart 
courtesans to choose from, and the lively 
Catherine bore James children, stored up a 
healthy fortune for herself, and evaded mar- 
riage until she was in her 40s. 

Elizabeth CeDiet, a midwife, fared less 
wefi. For although rite was an outspoken 
c r ed i t to her profession — vital to the con- 
stantly pre gnan t women of the time — she 
tvaeamn enmeshed in plots against the long, 
was tried for hi gh treason *nri thrown in the 
stocks. 

It was not only her love of the 17th ceatmy 
that drew Lady Anlonia to the subject of 
“Tim Weaker Vessd.” “Having childr en of 
my own was a great asset It enables me to 
say, 1 hope not presumptuously, that only, 
someone Hke me could have written tins' 
book. A young man with- a PhD., however 
sympathetic, couldn’t understand. I think 
it’s very important to bring home to people 
that if you are writing about women there is 
this d ifference; which isn’t just a biological 
joke. I was pleased that a number of men 
have said tome that they never really real- 
ized what women went through in those 
times until they read the book.” 

Why, then, did several critics go out of 
their way to praise the book for not being a 

feminist tract? “I didn’t want to write a 

tract,” protests Lady Antonia, “but T think 
it’s a profoundly feminist book myself.” She 
laughs — “unless I’ve missed something.” 

Toe book has a dear thesis: that women 
gain ground in inn« of criris, especially in 
times of war (as in the English Qv3 war), 
and then lose it again with the return of 
peace and prosperity. The position of wom-

Lady Antonia takes a long view of history 
and points oat regretfully that the daughters 
of women, from Iran for instance, who were 
at Oxford with her 30 years ago, are now 
banned from any kind of university educa- 
tion.

O N a less cosmic note, one wonders if 
it is easier to work now that aQ her 
children are gown. “It ought to be,” 
she answers slowh^^Whal one forgets, when 


you think it’ll all oe better when the children 
are grown up, is that the real problems in 
writing aren’t actually anything to do with 
six children and chickenpox. When you’re 
coping, you think when they don't have 
chickenpox FQ be able to write fluently and 
easily. Alas! Not true! The problems remain 
the same: depression, exhaustion, wondering 
if you’re on the right track.” 

She’s not at all sure that the pressures of 
trying to do it all are not in a subtle way 
helpful: “When I wrote ’Mary, Queen of 
Scots’ and ‘Cromwell,’ 1 was so short of time 
that when I did get rid of the children to 
prams or school.

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Mechanical Ghosts of Fascism 
Awaken Rome’s Colosseum

R OME — “The Colosseum Reopens 
After Two Millenniums,” the Mi- 
lan daily Corn ere della Sera said in 
-a headline the other day. Now 
that’s news. 

A visitor can see immediately that some- 
thing peculiar is going chi. Scattered outside 
the 2,000-year-old structure ore vintage Fi- 
ats, a railroad car and some Esso gas pumps 
from the 1920s — a kind of organized, ap- 
pealing junkyard. 

Perched up the side is an al uminum struc- 
ture painted white and held together by 
metal tubes and nuts and bolts. It is designed 
to imitate a section of the outer wall of the 
Colosseum, much of which collapsed long 
ago. 

Inside, In the arena where the gladiators 
used to fight, sits a very early model helicop- 
ter. its blades twirling in tbe'wind. And up m 
the arcade are more inventions — typewrit- 
ers, telephones, model boats — with some 
Art Deco posters, photographs and long 
explanations. 

The organizers of this odd meeting of 
ancient and modem, titled “The I talian 
Economy Between the Two Wars” and run- 
ning until Nov. 1 8, have had a lot of explain- 
ing to do lately. It is the first time in at least a 
millennium and a half that the Colosseum 


has been used for any son of public exhibi- 
h.n 


don, and the show has unleashed passions 
because it raises profound issues that Italy 
often has to face. 

Rome, after all, with some of the world's 
greatest antiquities, is a museum that hap- 
pens to be a city. Anywhere else, the phrase 
“meet you at the Forum” refers to something 
Eke a new movie theater or music palace. 

And for Rome's inhabitants, this heritage 
poses a great many questions: What should 
be done with these great structures? Should 
they ever be used for anything? How should 
they be integrated with the rest of the dty? 
How do you get people who drive or walk by 
them every day not to take them for granted? 

Compounding the fury over the current 
exhibition is its subject. “Italy Between the 
Two Wars” essentially means Italy under 
Mussolini, Italy under Fascism. Few' matters 
excite as much political or moral feeling 
here, and Fascism is the son of issue that is 
often discreetly put aside in poUte conversa- 
tion. This exhibition takes up the debate in 
the most conspicuous place in Rome.

-L A. L'Osservatore Romano, the Vati- 
can's newspaper, said recently that putting 
such an exhibit on in the Colosseum was

The Vatican organ worried about what 
damage the show might do to the Colosse- 
um. The money spent on it, the paper added, 
should have been used “to protect our cul- 
tural patrimony instead of dreaming ephem- 
eral things in summer nights." 

Antonio Cedema, a commentator for La 
Repubblica, a newspaper favored by many 
of Italy’s intellectuals, has been one of the 
leading voices against the use of the Colosse- 
um for the exhibition, though his paper has 
opened its pages to all points of view on the 
question. 

“I find it an improper use of the monu- 
ment," Cedema said in an interview. “Mon- 
uments of antiquity should not be used for 
anything apart from themselves: they should 
be their own museums." 

“The people who are putting this exhibit 
on are claiming they are giving the Colosse- 
um back to the citizens.” he went on. “But 
there was no need to do that, because the 
Colosseum is already the second most visited 
monument after Sl Peter’s.” 

That may be true; countered Piero Sal- 
vagni, the head of the Communist group in 
tbe Rome City Council, but most of those 
visitors are tourists. Tbe exhibit got Romans 
to visit their own treasure, he said. 


“All Romans and all Italians have been to 
the Colosseum only once in their lives, to 
have a look at the ruins and be astonished.” 
said Francesco Zuzic, the chairman of the 
Postgraduate Institute for the Study of Busi- 
ness Organization, the show's main sponsor. 

“One of the reasons for the success of the 
exhibit,” he said, “is that we're bringing 
people to the Colosseum for the second 
time." 

Moreover, the organizers have given visi- 
tors access for the first time to the arena at 
the center of the Colosseum. Some Romans 
seem to be coming just for a look down into 
the ruins of rooms where gladiators used to 
gird themselves for battle. 

Zuzic is pleased with all the commotion, 
which has brought people to something they 
might easily have ignored. 

“Teaching economics to a people b one of 
the most difficult things in the world.” he 
said. “We had to find a passport, and our 
passport to teaching it is the Colosseum."

But many who liked the idea of putting the 
show in the Colosseum ended up criticizing 
the exhibition itself. The Communbts. for 
example, generally approve of using old 
monuments for modern purposes. But Sal- 
vagni said be thought tbe show gave far too 
favorable a view of the Fascist era. 

Conversely, despite its attack on the 
choice of the Colosseum, L'Osservatore Ro- 
mano thought the show itself was a public

would continue. “Thb is an old polemic." he 
said wearily, “which comes up again every 
time somebody wants to use a monument.’’’ 

For Pierluigi Seven, the Socialist deputy- 
mayor of Rome and the man credited with 
the' idea of putting the show in the Colosse- 
um, the controversy may serve other pur- 
poses.

From the rugged 
mountain valleys of Coalula below Texas, 
wine growing spread oyp to northern Califor- 
nia and Canada and south to Pern, Argenti- 
na and Chile. But in 1595, King Philip n 
banned Mexican wine to preserve tbe Span- 
ish New World monopoly. For more than 
two centuries viniculture survived only clan- 
destinely. 

Until recently, Mexican wine was at best 
mediocre; and based rat such lifeless grapes 
as the mission, a neutral addless variety mat 
is thought to descend from seeds ordered by 
Cortes. Of the eight main wine regions of 
Mexico only Queretaro and Baja California 
produce quality wines. The other regions 


produce mainly brandy, and where they do 
produce wine it is rather rough stuff in the 
old Mexican style. 


B UT, largely with the advice of experts 
from the wine school at the University 
of California at Davis, quality vine- 
yards have been replacing missi on grapes in 
selected valleys with qmhty varieties such as 
California zinfandet Bordeaux cabernet 
sauvignon, German riesling, Loire chenin 
blanc, Rhone petit sirah and Rioja’s gama- 

chn. 

Tbe most successful valley in Queretaro is 
the San Juan del Rio, first suggested in the 
1950s to Frandsco Domenech, a Catalan 
immigrant, by two Davis professors. The 
Domenech family established Hidalgo here. 
This beautiful stem mountain and butte- 
cn circled semilropical valley is only 100 
miles (160 kilometers) north of Mexico City. 


Its secret is Lhat it is 6, 100 feet ( 1 ,800 meters) 
above sea level so fine grape varieties flour- 
ish in the rich clay soil next to semi tropical 
flowers and prickly pear cactus. 

Most other quality wines come from far to 
the north in selected valleys in the hot hig 
desert country of Baja California, near 
U. S. border. Tbe oldest winery in the area 
and one of the oldest in Mexico is Santo 
Tomas, founded in Ensenada in 1883. In the 
1930s. an Italian refugee from Mussolini 
Es Levan Ferro, brought Italian varieties to 
Santo Tomas. 

It was the beginning of a strong Italian 


influence in the Baja. Santo Tomas still pro-

duces a round complex garnet-colored 
bera that can compete with those of Italy. In 
1969, it became one of the first Mexican 
wines exported to the United States.

R omorantin-lanthenay, 

France — The misty, myslerioui 
Sologne zegian begins Where the 
-Lore Valley flattens min a plain 
just south <rf Orleans, and from now unm the 
close of winter, restaurants in this densely 
wooded land feainre the bounty of furred 
and feathered game a nd fragrant mush- 
rooms. Between meals, -visits to the wild 

game par t nf Chamhnr H and the nhfltponc nf 

Chamb ord and Chevemy are in order. And 
during the final weekend of this month — 
Oct 27-28 — the town of Rxxncnantm- 
Lanthenay will sponsor its annual gastro- 
nomic fair, featuring judgings of rajonal 
eharaaerie, larte Tattn, mead and choco- 
lates. . 

Perhaps the best restaurant in the region, 
and one I imagine is worth a detour any time 
of the year, is the charming Grand H&d du 
Lion d'Or, in the center of this quiet little 
town 41 kilometers (25 miles) east of Bids, 
set along thenarrow, romantic Sauldxe river. 

I wish more restaurateurs would follow 
the example of the lion d*Oi*s owner, Alain 
Banal, and his family in their attention to 
Artwii and care for their restaurant and cli- 
ents. Even their menu — currently a gray 
and misty watercolar scene of the S<»ogne — 
is dcrigned to *ninmne your eqoyment 
About all that's tnisring is a wanning fire- 
place, and perhaps a few heaith-griBcd items 
on the mean. 

From the moment you enter this former 

mail co ach inn, you feel taken care of. Co- 
lette knimy who to run the ^tinfng 
room with a soft heart but a stem hand, is 
there to greet you. So is the Barrats’ daugh- 
ter, Marie-Chnstine, whose husband. Dialer 
Gl&ment, is a talented young chef who 
trained at Taillevent in Paris before 
down here. 

The famil y mns a smooth and charming 
little mot where the staff seems to be having 
a good time, and not at the expense of the 


clients, and where the best of traditional and 
contemporary trends in both cooking and 
service are followed. 

Among the best dishes sampled at a recent 
Sunday lunch were a farillete de cepes au 
beam poulettr, a aip inette de pigeon ou 
vinaigre de adre; and a stunning dessert 
known as mi-Jigue mi-raisin. 

Every time 1 think I’ve just sampled the 
best cepes of my life; I try another version 
and my expectation-level goes up a notch or 
two. And even though I could well live with- 
out any first course that depends upon puff 
pascry, Didier Clement comes close to con- 
verting me with his super-fresh pasuy. his 
thick, fresh, perfectly sauteed mushrooms. 
and his d reamy <aive redolent of cream, 
butter and rich, chicken stock. 

If you like earthy, musty game dishes rich 
with character and flavor, try the whole 
boned pigeon wrapped in caul fat The in- 
nards are ch o pped up and slipped inside, 
and the honest, natural dish seems to stand 
on its own, without benefit of overt season- 
ing. The pigeon is served simply, with a 
rfiimp of cabbage and a few finely turned 
baby carrots. 

T HE properly fresh salade eTautomne 
— tiny sautfied rouget, or red mallet 
set on a bed of fresh spinach and 
showered with fresh gpvOes mushrooms — 
was maned by an overly acidic dressing that 
drowned out the delicate mushrooms. 

If it’s on the menu, order the mi-figue mi- 
raisin dessert to please both eyes and palate. 
Its name takes a French expression — the 
equivalent of “neither fish nor fowl” — and 
applies it literally. Purple figs are set on a 
pure white plate with a thin green edge, then 
topped with a dollop of almond ice cream 
and surrounded by pale green grapes and a 
pool of exquisite fig couiis. 

With all this, of course, one would expect 
great bread and trine. The undercooked, 
flavorless bread, alas, rates a big zero. The 


wine list offers a leisurely tour of dieregKmr 
a eood assortment of reasonably pnoea reds, 
Chinon and Bourgueii. and whites, Votwray* 
pm i illy Fume and Sancerre. 

We took the opportunity to sample an old 
Vouvray. a 1969 from Chaieau-GaudreDe. 
It's amazing to see how sturdy the wine was 
after some 15 yearc. but it's still a heady 
wine, and I’d recommend it more as an 
aperitif than as one to go with the meaL 
Some bonestlv priced Bordeaux include 
1Q76 Chateau Beau-Site-Haut-Vxgnctolc at 
150 francs (about 515 JO). 1979 UsOnnQf 
de Pez at 182 francs and 1979 Lynch-Bag® 
at 250 francs a bottle. f 

Other offerings planned for the game sok 
son include chevreuiL or young roc dca 1 , with 
clementines: marcassin. or young wild boar, 
flavored with juniper berries; and bevredU 
rovale, the rustic, classic game dish that 
blends wild hare, red wine, foie gras am) 
spices. 

Le Lion d’Or offers a fine assortment of 
cheese, served on five separate wicker trays, 
and a j yw i number of first and main co urses 
may be shared, allowing diners to sample 
widely from the menu. There’s also a sepa- 
rate tea and coffee menu, a practice jebat is 
becoming increasingly popular in France 
and one that’s laudable only if it's honest 
and done without pretension. Here, if two 
diners order different kinds of coffee they 
will get two different kinds, which is not 
always the case elsewhere.

The Musician and the inner works of an automat 
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The Art of Simulating Life

N EUCHATEL, Switzerland — In 

a musician who fled die French 
Revolution heaves a sigh and 
plays on. The automat, now in the Historical 
Museum of this Swiss watchmaking town, 
was die most successful attempt in the 18th 
century to simulate life, using principles that 
foreshadowed modem computers. 

In nearby La-Chaux-de-Fonds, where 
watchmaking had become a cottage industry 
at the time, Pierre Jaquet-Draz dropped out 

clo^^^tra^c^several times to Paris to 
order tortoise-shell, mother-of-pearl or gBt- 
inlaid cabinets worthy of them. 

It may have been the loss of his young 
wife, Marianne, after the birth of their third 
child, that drove Jaqpet-Drozto devote him- 
self to creations so intricate and costly that 
he ran out of local customers. Armed with 
introductions to Spanish grandees, he 
packed six timepieces into a cart and set oat 
via the Jura, Lyon. Montpellier, Perpignan 
and Barcelona to Madrid, to see the king of 
Spain. In April 1758, the journey, over wind- 
ing rough roads, took Jacquet-Droz 49 days. 

His father-in-law, Abraham-Loms San- 
doz, kept travel diaries. The watchmakers 
met with generous Spanish hospitality, saw 
ostriches, pelicans and parrots, sampled ex- 
otic tomatoes, cucumbers and chocolaie. Af-. 
ter a long winter's wait on die pleasure of a 
mad monarch, Jaquet-Droz received 2,000 
pieces of gold from a. delighted Ferdinand VI 
for his six new playthings. 

One clock still ticks on in the Palacio ReaL 
It tefis not just the hour, but the day and the 
sign of the zodiac, and it also incorporates a 
barometer. A topaz sun travels through its 
heavens, while a shepherd blows and closes 
his fingers on a flute, a dog barks, a sheep 
bleats and a bird trills. 

Animated figures had become a fad in a 
century when science was bursting out in aB 
directions. People were eager to see astonish- 
ing things, whether electricity, mesmerism or 
artificial life. 

Jaquei-Droz’s own interest may have been 
aroused during his early studies in Basel His 
teacher, the mathematician Daniel Bernoul- 
li, is known to have examined automats 
exhibited by strolling players. In Paris, he 
may have seen die one buflt by Jacques 


Vaucanson: flute and tambourine players 
and a very lif dike duck that could “eat” and 
even “digest" Among Jacquet-Drazfs close 
friends was an army surgeon, Daniel Gagne- 
brn. who made artificial limbs. 

With the hdp of his mechanic, Jean-Frfe- 
dfcric Leschot, and of his own soil Henri- 
Louis, who had a musical bent, Jaquet-Droz 
went even ^ further in simulating life. 

The Musician and her two small compan- 
ions, the Writer and the Artist were finished 
by 1775. Jean-Pierre Jdmini, curator of the 
Mu$6e d’Art et d'Histoire. sees in the Writer 
an ancestor of the computer. “He is die most 
complex,” he said recently, “equipped with a 
programming system and a built-in memory 
irmn which fie can select a text of up to 40 
letters: all the lower cases. 13 capitals and a 
single dot (hat serves both for lie i and the 
final period.” The Writer pens out the mes- 
sage with a qu3L dipping it in the inkwell 
and shaking it free of drops. 

A far ampler, linear program enables the 
Artist to do four different sketches, shading 
the drawing and Mowing away a speck of 
dust from die page. Sets of cam* command 
royal profiles, a dog or a small an gel. The 
automats were sent to Paris, where the pres- 
ence of Queen Marie-Antoinette so flustered 
the mechanic that he.produced the sketch of 
the dog instead of the royal personnage. 

Derate this gaffe, the trio drew crowds at 
the Hotel Lubert, on Rue de Cifcry, where 
they were billed from 1 1 to 2 PAL and 5 to 9 
P.M. daily (footmen in livery not admitted). 


AFTER a 10-year tour of the courts of 
i\ Europe, the automats returned to 
-L -A. Switzerland in 1785, not long before 
the French Revolution. 

The death of Jaqoet-Droz and his son 
within a year broke up the firm, which by 
then had branches in Geneva and London. 
The automats were sold to a French jewder 
who had sought refuge in Spam, An animat- 
ed romantic scene called the “Grotto” was 
added to the lot but it has been lost 
After Napoleon’s troops had pillaged 
Spain, the automats reappeared in Paris. 

Reduced to a freak show, ttey surfaced from 

time to time in Parma, Cologne or Dresden, 
muil they were bought by a Berlin collector 
Girl Maxpels. In 1905, he ceded them to the 
people of Neuch&td, who had raised a sub- 
scription to “bring them home.” 

. Sm ce then, they have been employed to 
promote the Swiss watt* industry, sent to 


Paris, or flown — like royalty, one to a plane 
to reduce risks — to Boston, Washington ‘ 
and Hong Kong. - ; 

A few years ago, the Musician began to : 
show her age. Her faculties were slipping. ; 
Her breathing was harsh, her playing irregu- . 
lar. Her bands would drop heavily on the- 
keys, jamming them and slurring passages. 

A highly sophisticated music-box, the Mu- • 
sician contains four mechanisms. One oom- : 
mands eye and head movements to follow ; 
the keys and turn the head gracefully. The 
second, in the aims, governs which fingers ; 
press down the keys for each note. A third 
movement makes her bow after each piece. : 
The uncanny realism depends on the fourth j 
mechanism: bellows that make her breathe - 
gently for as long as an hour and a half. ; 

All these were removed from the wooden . 
body for repairs. Meanwhile, the furniture 
went to a cabinetmaker; the period dress was j 
cleaned and mended. While a Dutch organ , 
maker, Franz- Joseph van Beefc, tended to \ 
the instrument, the restorer, Dominique Lai- [ 

seau, took 5,000 components apart Cyfeh-i 
dere, cams and shafts were freed of rust and ’ 
burnished; pip were straightened or Te- ; 
placed. The hinges of each fin ger and Ac i 
springs were synchronized. Earlier repairs ’ 
were corrected and parts were rebuilt after i 
the 18th-century o riginal; The dpaiftn 
took three months and cost 10,000 Swiss ;

YOUNG CHEFS LEARN : 
HOW TO TAKE THE HEAT 


They may come straight up through the ranks like pinstriped lawyers 
or artny personnel They may burst through to frontline prominence 
like hot Hollywood actors. A few may even find their way with the 
help of family and friends. However they arrive. New York's young 
chefs and cooks face a challenging, hectic world that is as competitive 
as it can be rewarding as demanding as it is meant to seem effortless. 

LAURIE SIEGEL AND FRED BRASH OF TERRACE FIVE 


A model of restraint and sim- 
plicity in Trump Tower? 
The very thought seems a 
contradiction in terms. But wait. 
Way up on the fifth level, far above 
the brass Ts, the stem beefeaters 
and the tourist swell, is a modest 
restaurant with 26 tables and two 
tasteful outdoor terraces. Set back 
in a comer, past a corridor of 
arches announcing Ludwig Beck 
of Munich, the little eatery is no 
match for the hectic DDL Food- 
show several hundred feet below, 
and that is all to its advantage. 

Terrace Five, barely a year old. 
is in the capable hands of Laurie 
Siegel and Fred Brash, both under 
30. They share a clear sense of 
where the chichi ends and the 
cooking begins, and as a result 
their restaurant is as unmannered 
yet sophisticated a luncheon cafe 
as one could hope to find in New 
York. Gravlax appetizer-— it's there. 
Goat cheese — also there. Chicken 
breast salad with ginger dressing 
smoked salmon fillet with cucum- 
ber salad, sole with basil beurre 
blanc — they're all there, as are 
such compulsory nouvelle desserts 
as white chocolate mousse with 
strawberry sauce, and poached 
pears with zinfandel and cassis 
cream. What Terrace Five lacks 
in daring it makes up for in 
straightforwardness: it delivers 
just what it promises. 


That Siegel and Brash ever got 
together is fairly surprising given 
the world of difference between 
them. Laurie Siegel, 25, always 
loved "the color and texture of 
food,” starting with her grand- 
mothers strudels and ducklings. 
But though she was apprenticed 
to a French pastry chef in high 
school and spent several months 
after college propping at the famed 
Fauchon take-out in Paris, her real 
commitments were to fine art and 
the violin. Armed with a painting 
degree from Boston University, 
she took minor jobs at the Met- 
ropolitan Museum and the Pace 
Gallery. But she also did catering 
on the side.

through unseen. After giving his 
routine $1,000 to the major cam- 
paign, for example, a donor can 
pitch what’s known as "soft mon- 
ey" into state committees that 
channel the funds into activities 
that benefit the national campaign 
such as voter turnout drives. Be- 
cause the money goes to state 
committees, only state laws ap- 
ply, and they often permit contri- 
butions from corporations. (Each 
party gets about $2 million a year 
through such transactions.) Heavy 
hitters can also make their influ- 
ence felt by contributing to a vari- 
ety of special-purpose accounts, 
tax-exempt foundations and polit- 
ical action committees that help 
a candidate but are not considered 
directly linked with his campaign. 
And while corporations cannot 
contribute directly to campaigns, 
they can advance credit for ser- 
vices on favorable terms. All told, 
the connections between business 
and politics are as strong and as 
behind-the-scenes as ever, and a 
fund-raiser’s discretion is often 
the better part of continued valor. 

Is it worth it? Is it fun? Curley 
laughs. ’I’m not in politics because 
I like raising money. I don't like to 
owe anybody a dime, and I don't 
like to have anybody owe me a 
dime, and I certainly don’t like to 
ask anybody for anything. But 
somebody has to do it. I’m not in it 
because I think somebody is going 
to appoint me to a job in Washing- 
ton, either. I was appointed am- 
bassador to Ireland not because I 
was a big committee man or a big 
giver. I wasn't even active then. 
I'm doing this work because it's 
challenging— and it’s necessary." 

Against the difficulties of fund- 
raising, Waller Curley has an ad- 
vantage over many New Yorkers: 
his business and political connec- 
tions. For ten years he was a part- 
ner in J.H. Whitney and Com- 
pany, a venture capital firm, and 


he helped start or sat on the 
boards of companies that received 
Whitney capital. When he re- 
turned to New York after serving 
as the American ambassador to 
Ireland during the Ford Admini- 
stration, he had a clean business 
slate (ambassadors must resign 
all their business positions), but 
he had personal capital to trade 
up on, in the form of his Ameri- 
can and Irish business contacts. 
He started his own venture capital 
firm, and now sits on the boards 
of companies ranging from the 
Bank of Ireland to the New York 
Life Insurance Company. Of 
course when it's time to get on 
the phone to raise funds for the 
Republicans, Curley can dial the 
companies that have benefited 
from his venture capital help. "You 
better believe it," says Curley. 
"People who have been success- 
ful in business and are relatively 
sophisticated never mind your 
asking them for money, because 
they can make up their minds 
pretty quickly and they either like 
your man or they don't" 

Now that the campaign has 
moved into higher gear, Curley's 
role has shifted too, from fund- 
raising to making public appear- 
ances to get out the vote. '1 don't 
think it will be a pushover," he 
says of the battle. "We're going to 
have to take our coats off and roll 
our sleeves up. There are twice as 
many registered Democrats as 
there are Republicans." Curley 
takes to the stump as often as four 
times a week, and he admits that 
the pace can be tiring. But his en- 
thusiasm— and that military spirit— 
keep him slogging on. "There's a 
thrill in serving in some public 
capacity," he says. "The only re- • 
ward is seeing that the system 
works, seeing the good people put 
their shoulders to the wheel. That’s 
the only reward— and that's plenty.”

Safdie was impressed by Wit 
son's credentials and by his con- 
fidence. "There's never been a 
hint of inhibition on Herb’s part/ 
Safdie says. "He’s conservative 
yet innovative. It was the perfect 
fit into our style.” 

Diners at Jack's would have to 
agree. The kitchen's encyclopedic 
range of ingredients is itself note- 
worthy, from sweet, diminutive 
Hawaiian blue prawns to tart 
Santa Rosa goat cheese; from Min- 
nesota wild rice to thin-sheUed 
New Zealand mussels. What Wil- 
son does with them is more itv 
triguing yet New England fiddle- 
head ferns and pureed parsnips 
with veal; white asparagus and 
Michigan baby com with grilled 
swordfish. Entrees are changed 
almost every evening, so a litany 
of recent offerings has to suffice: 
crab cakes with tomato zucchini 
relish, Maine oysters with caviar 
butter, mushroom ravioli with 
gooseberry sauce, sauteed duck 
with com custard and grapefruit. 
All are Wilson originals, as are 
the coconut ice cream and Cajun 
spice cake that follow.

To get to crowded, sprawling, 
unappealing Heathrow Airport, you must 
either ride the subway from central London, 
ealeb the airport bus, or take a cab, which 
coats about £16 ($20).

ROME 

Sun worshipers who visit Rome hoping for 
fine weather mid find themselves disappoint- 
ed have a new option, the Tigrotto (Little 
Tiger) bos service to Palermo, the capital of 
Sicily . The odds are that even deep in winter 
the Sicilian dpi will be radiant. The coach 
leaves daily, including Sunday, at 8 AM. 
from Piazza della RepubbKca (Piazza Ese- 
draV near the railroad fe rmin.il. It stops for 
an hour's lunch somewhere in Calabria and 
readies Palermo at 8:45 P.M. One-way fare, 
including hutch, is the equivalent of about 
S40. The new bus link not only prorides 
visitors with a chance of catching some Sicil- 
ian nw, it also enables them to see a good 
deal of southern Italy. 

Visitors who find themselves in Rome 
when it is too chilly to lin ger in the Piazza 
Navona or the Piazza ddPopoto, or when 
the reins come and those enviable apart- 
ment-house terraces are no longer lit up and 
full of people, may wonder: What do Ro- 
mans do at night? 

If they don't stay home watching televi- 
sion, they do exactly what thdr forebears did 
— they enjoy a relaxed dinner in a neighbor- 
hood restaurant and continue visiting and 
gossiping for hours over carafes of white 
Frascati. 

The meal may have been preceded by one 
of the innumerable diplomatic parties which 
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practically anyone who cares to may attend. 
Rome boasts more embassies than any other 
capital because most governments maintain 
two distinct missions in the city, cue accred- 
ited to the Italian Republic, the other to the 
Holy See. Even a newly arrived visitor can 
easily wangle an embossed invitation to one 
of the affairs that ambassadors, counselors 
and attaches hold periodically. All that is 
needed is to know someone who knows a 
diplomat — and a few phoue calls . 

Bui Rome's real social life takes place at 
the dinner table — and this year, the dinn er 
table is probably a trattoria. The sophisticat- 
ed thing now is to stay away from the fancy 
restaurants listed in the guidebooks: — the 
ones that have recently been gussied up with 
cute decor, are filled with tourists and seem 
to raise their prices by 20 percent every 
season, prices frequently unjustified by ei- 
ther the quality of the food or the service. 

The places that Ro mans now prefer are 
simply called Mario or Da Cesarc, or are 
nameless. They have whitewashed walls 
without any artwork or wainscoting. The 
menu is modest: just three or four pasta 
dishes, veal, pork sausages from the Abruzzi 
moun tains, maybe liver, fish, fresh vegeta- 
bles and whatever fruit is in season, bouse 
wine and little else. Above all. they don't 
charge much more than about 50,000 lire for 
two. 

Rome has more than a hundred such 
places. Although it would be unfair to single 
out one or another, a few particular favorites 
worth trying are Memmo, 14 Piazza Cavour, 
Antico Falcone. 60 Via Trionfale; and Po- 
lese and Luigi, both at the Piazza Sforza. 
And here are some tips. The tranorie that the 
smart Romans are seeking out this season 
are in unglamorous neighborhoods, far from 
the landmarks and big hotels; they are, for 
instance, near the Piazza flume or the Piazza 
Cavour. They have no credit-card signs at 
the entrance, and place no display ads in the 
yellow pages of the Rome telephone directo- 
ry under the heading RisioraniL Inroad 
they ore listed, if at all, in small prim under 
Tranorie. 

The clientele is almost exclusively local as 
you can determine even from the outside. In 
addition to uncomplicated but satisfactory 
food, the humble trattoria will free, serve 
also a slice of genuine Roman life. ■

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Expatriate Twilight in Tangier

T NGEER. Morocco — Eariy Satur- 
day evening, alone in the garden 
restaurant that bears her name, 
Mercedes Giritta put fresh flowers 
on the tables and checked to make sure that 
Mohammed had property arranged the place 
settings. She nodded approvingly. 

Mercedes Guitta is a plump woman, with 
a round, cheerful face, and when business is 
slack, as it has been recently, she does the 
cooking, mixes the cocktails and acts as 
hostess, presiding over her restaurant in Rue 
San Francisco with the attentiveness of a 
matronly curator. 

Just across the street, a large mosque has 
gone up recently, and she has had to build a 
wall around her garden so that the faithful 
wffl not be offended by the sight of people 
drinking wine with dinner. This Nocks the 
view a bit, but from her bedroom window 
above the restaurant she can still look out 
over the city and recall the days when Tan- 
gier, a Moroccan port full of intrigue and 
musty charm, cast a spell over everyone who 
came this way. 

She is 68 years old now. She was bom in 

Ar gentina, the daug hter of a Jcwish-Moroc- 
can father and a Swiss mother. 

“Oh, from time to time I've thought about 
leaving, like so many others,” she said, “but 
where would I go?” 

Tangier, tile said, is still pleasant enough, 
but it does not have the old spark anymore. 

The international community, which once 
numbered 60,000, has mostly drifted away. 
The artists and celebrities who used to come 
here — Ava Gardner, Betty Hutton, Errol 
Flynn, Truman Capote, Alien Ginsberg; the 
tin is long — are either dead or have found 
other places to go. As of four months ago. 
even Tangier’s most famous cafi, the Parade 
Bar, is closed, shuttered after the woman 
who owned h died at ihe age of SO. 

What gave Tangier its character, and at- 
tracted all sorts of adventurers, was its pecu- 
liar status, from 1923 to 1956, as an interna- 
tional zone, established in a treaty signed by 
France, Spain and Britain. The aty was 
governed by a committee of diplomats from 
right Western nations, not as Dart of Moroc- 
co but as a separate entity with special privi- 
leges for the residents, including duty-free 
imports. Its working class was Spanish, its 
flavor Mediterranean, its trademark a re- 


spect for the sinful pleasures of the good life. 

“This was the most cosmopolitan, sophis- 
ticated place Td ever been,” said Joseph 
McPhfllips 3d, a Princeton University grad- 
uate who arrived oa a motorcycle for a brief 
visit in 1962 and has been here ever since. “It 
was a terrifically tolerant, open society, sort 
of whacky and full of characters. 

“Living in Tangier was tike being in an 
international village: It wasn’t reaQy colonial 
in feeling because you had Moroccan 
friends. The police were Moroccan: the Mo- 
roccans were in charge by the time I got here. 
Tangier was just different. There was no 
better life anywhere. 

*T remember sitting up all night in the 
caffe, the Parade Bar or the Care de Paris, 
talking the ni ght away with friends from all 
over t£e world, and seeing the street sweep- 
ers start work in tbe morning. I remember 
coming back after a holiday in the States and 
saying, ‘T hank God, this is Tangier.’ ” 

The doorbell rang. McPhltttps, headmas- 
ter of tbe American School, rose from his 
chair on the patio. It was dnsk and the lights 
of Spain. 12 miles (20 kQometers) away, 
flickered across the Strait of Gibraltar. The 
red-tile rooftops of nearby villas poked 
through the dense foliage, heavy with the 
fragrance of tangerines and flowers. Except 
for the distant song of a bird, tbe evening 
was still. 

“Sorry, I just wanted to borrow your copy 
of Time,” a neighbor, Noel Mostert, a Cana- 
dian writer, said when tbe door opened. 

Mesial, along with tbe American writer 
and composer Paul Bowles and Buffy John- 
son, an American naturalist-painter, are 
among tbe last members of tbe artistic com- 
munity that flourished here when Tangier 
was a zanier. zestier place. 

Mark Twain described this aty as being 
“dear out of tbe world,” and the sidewalk 
caffe on Avenue Pasteur, the intermingling 
of French and Spanish in tbe streets, die 
synagogue and the Italian cathedral, the 
proximity to Europe all remind visitors that 
the visions of this old Phoenician trading 
station, former Roman provincial capital 
and one-time British territory, are stiS di- 
rected outward. 

Before Morocco’s independence in 1956, 
when the sultan's sole representative in Tan- 
gier bad absolutely no power, Bus city at ihe 
crossroads of Africa and Europe had more 
than its share of spies, misfits and outcasts, 
drug dealers, smugglers, intellectuals, poets, 


20th-century pirates, redusive movie stars, 
worldly wanderers and sundry others appre- 
ciative at good beaches, warm days, late 
nights and casual living. 

But shortly after independence, the inter- 
national zone was dinnnated and Tangier 
was incorporated into Morocco. In 1971, a 
new law specified that all businesses had to 
be 51 percent Moroccan-owned. The shop- 
keepers movrd back to Europe, the rich and 
the famous found other retreats, and in their 
place came the tourists, a quarter-million of 
them a year. Tourism is now Tangier’s prin- 
cipal economic activity. 

The once-crowded port, a backwater to- 
day, was dfep laced by Casablanca; the city 
of 3OQJDO0 inhabitants has come to need a 
good scrubbing and a coat of paint 

O NLY about 800 Spaniards, a few 
hundred French and perhaps 150 
American and Britons remain, a last 
generation of expatriates. Except lex the 
splendid, 100-room Minzah Hotel down- 
town, most agree that standards are not 
quite what they were. 

The Minzah is rich with wood paneling 
mt d lush with gardens, and in the bar the 
pianist stirs memories when he plays “As 
Times Goes By” from the 1942 fum classic 
“Casablanca.” The concierge, Mohammed, 
who brings guests their telephone messages 
on a silver tray and sprinkles his conversa- 
tions with references to Winston Churchill 
and Rita Hayworth and King Carlos, has 
been at tbe Minzah for 46 years bat is 
unimpressed with his longevity. The other 
concierge, his brother Omar, has been at tbe 
hotel for 53 years. 

“We’ve had them all — tbe kings, the 
presidents, tbe big stars,” said Mohammed, i 
who speaks French, English, Spanish and 
Arabic. “Erred Flynn, he was very elegant in 
his smoking jacket. We had the other big i 
celebrities, too. They'd come bo the ship 
from New York, with piles of luggage, and 
being a hall porter was a very nice business. 
Now it’s just package tours, and they don’t 
spend. 

“The men used to wear tuxedos, tirewom- 
en, gowns, in our restaurant in the evening.” 

Ire warily eyed bis American guest, who 
wore slacks arid a sport shirt, ana said. “Of 
course; in those days, you wouldn't even get 
in the lobby dressed lute that” ■

The gain was the largest 
since it climbed 36 on Aug. 3. 

Advances led declines 1, 232-10-41 2 among 
the 2,009 issues traded. Volume totaled 
149.540,000 shares, up from 99,740,000 traded 
Wednesday, and was the heaviest since since 
171,037,744 changed hands on Aug.10. 

“It took until today for the market to realize 
that bad news for oil stocks is really good news 
for most industries,” said William Le Fevre of 
Purcell, Graham & Co. 

Investors were encouraged that federal funds 
rates dropped to from 10ft percent Wednes- 
day. The bond market staged a large rally prior 
to the Federal Reserve’s post-market report that 
the nation's money supply fell $2.9 billion. 

A report from the Commerce Department 
showed personal income dim bed 0.9 percent in 
September, while personal spending rose 1.4 
percent But the same report had factory in- 
comes down in September, an indication that 
heavy industry was not faring as well as other 
segments of the economy.

Treasury’s Foray

SHUOXIAN, China — The rolling brown hill* 
of northern Shanxi Province seem a logical place to 
start digging the world’s largest open-pit coal 
mine. Shama Province is Chinas leadmg source of 
coal, accounting for well over one-fifth of the 71S 
million tons produced last year. 

But a potentially mammoth jam venture be- 
tween Occidental Petroleum Corp. and the Chi- 
nese gove rnmen t to exploit Shanxi’s new Pingshno 
minin g area has yet to materialise after four years 
of negotiations and no fewer than three interim 
contracts. 

Notwithstanding the optimistic predictions 
from Occidental's chairman, Armana Hammer, 
and a highly publicized con tract timed to coincide 
with President Ronald Reagan’s visit to China last 
April, tbe final agreement, promised for last July, 
has still not been signed. 

“We’ve got a lot of criticism on this deal with 
China, - Mr. Hammer said last week in New York 
at a meeting of securities analysts. “You've got to 
learn a lot of patience and learn to say *no’ ” to tbe 
Chinese. 

He attributed the delays mainly to dealing with 
China's bureaucracy. “It would be a ah*m* if we 
got add feet,” he said, “and I assure you, we’re not 
going to get cold feet.”

Separately, however, a Bundes- 
bank spokesman in Frankfurt ac- 
knowledged Thursday that a 3.15-

The Bundesbank spokesman 
also acknowledged that “disorderly 
conditions” in the market were no 
longer a necessary requirement for 
Bundesbank intervention, indicat- 
ing thaltbc value of the dollar itself 
is enough to trigger major sales of 
dollars by the central bank. 

The intervention included 
Wednesday's estimated sale of 
$100 million to $200 million in the 
open market in addition to S 103.8 
million at the official fixing of 
3.110 DM to the dollar. 

“We have no threshold and no 
fixed target, we have always said

2 U.S. Indicators Show 
Economy on Rebound

WASHINGTON — In two 
strong signals of rebounding UJL 
economic strength, the government 
said Thursday that the personal in- 
come of Americans rose Oil percent 
in September while consumer 
spending increased 1.4 percent 

Tbe rise in consumer spending 
was the strongest since a 1.6-per- 
cent increase m April, the Com- 
merce Department said. Since 
then, the rale of increase had been 
diminishing, with no gains at all in 
July and August. 

The increase in personal income 
was the strongest since June. 

One economist said the figures 
“should make mincemeat" of some 
analysts’ predictions that a reces- 
sion is not far away. 

Economists have cited tbe drop 
in consumer buying as one erf the 
main reasons for the slowdown in 
overall U.S. economic growth since 
June. 

Total economic output, after 
surging al rates of 10.1 patent and 
7.1 percent in the first and second 
quarters of this year, slowed to a 
3.6-percent pace from July through 
September, according to a prelimi- 
nary estimate made last month. 

The government is to revise that 
estimate Friday. Michael Evans, 
head erf a Washington forecasting 
firm, predicted the overall growth 
rate would be revised downward to 
below 3 percent despite the income 
and spending strength shown in 
September. He said the September 
figures looked good partly because 
the government lowered its esti- 
mates of spending in July and Au- 
gust 

The government had originally 
reported gains in consumer spend- 
ing of 0.1 percent in July and Au- 


gust The revision that the govern- 
ment made Thursday, however, 
said that there has been no change 
in tiie level of consumer spending 
from the June level. 

“The summer slowdown turned 
out to be more severe than the 
pre l i mi nary figures indicated," Mr. 
Evans said. Bnt he said the rebound 
in September was a good sign that 
the economy will keep growing in 
coming months. 

The report on income and out- 
lays showed personal income rising 
by 0.9 percent following gains of 
0.6 percent in August ami 0.7 per- 
cent in July. It was the strongest 
gain since a 0.9-percent rise in 
June. 

The rebound in personal-con- 
sumption spending, which indudes 
virtually everything bnt interest 
payments on debt, follows a 1.6- 
perc c nt rise in retail sales in Sep- 
tember. 

Tbe personal spending increase 
included a S43-billion increase for 
durable goods, compared with a 
decline of $6.6 billion in August 
The report said that the August 
decline and the September gain 
were the result of a fall and then a 
rise in amo purchases. Purchases of 
nondurable goods, items intended 
to last less than three years, in- 
creased $18.4 billion in September, 
compared with a decline of $3.1 
billion in August 

Americans’ wages and salaries 
were up $11.7 billion in September, 
compared with a $3. 8-billion gain 
in August The big gain came in the 
service industries, where payrolls 
rose $6.2 bOHon. Manufacturing 
payrolls declined $1.8 billion in 
September with about one-third of 
that drop attributed to tbe strike 
against General Motors Corp.

U.K. Blocks Plans to Cut

DENNIS THE MENACE 
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tries to depict it by charting its influence on 
some small and specific circumstances. 

The phenomenon is the c h a nge in our soci- 
ety, its mann ers and outlook, caused by the 
successive modernizations and estrangements 
of technology and economics. 'Hie prism he 
uses for bending this large light is the lives of 
14 inhabitants of Boston and its hinterland 
during the past 130 years. 

He chooses to think of Boston as a province 
in a larger empire. In the early stages, the 
empire is the United States, and eventually it 
comes to be the entire society and marketplace 
of the Western World. The province extends 
into the far suburbs around the city* out to the 
Berkshire, and up through the mill towns of 
Massachusetts, New Hampshire and Maine. 

“Province of Reason,” Warner calls it, be- 
cause of Boston’s strain of self-conscious ideal- 
ism and its supposed intellectual ferment. 
Warner is booked on the town’s perduring 
myth even as he writes without illusion or 
excessive charity about its realities. His Bosto- 
nians — en tr ep ren eurs, scientists, writers, rivic 
campaigners and others — all grow up to tackle 
some aspect of their province’s life and went on 
to adapt, or fail to adapt, when the world’s 
changed 

It is a universal enough happening and not 
peculiar to Boston. Warner’s particularizing 
seems to have two hopes. One is that the 
mysteries of flux and de«ky may become clear- 
er when examined in a small framework. The 
other, less obvious and perhaps not quite in- 
tended, is elegiac. Warner does not set out to 
lament the outmoded; on the contrary, he is 
particularly hard on those of his subjects, the 
majority, who retreated from change or ig- 
nored it But he betrays a fondness along with 
his judgments, and one of the thoughts that 
come straying oat of this engaging but uneven 
book is that history is a music struck up against 
the sadness of time. 

Warner’s own music is brisk, schematic, and 
with an occasional lovely turn. One of his 
Boston figures is the comedian Fred Allen, 


He writes of the novelist Robert Gram who, 
after an evocatively described Beacon mu 

childhood went on to become a patrician man- 

of-letters. thanks partly to a series of govern- 
ment sinecures arranged through the graces of 
3 Boston- Irish friend. Warner sees in Grant s 
books— not manv are left who have read them 
— an awkward effort to write about business 
and power in American society while ignoring 
ail the larger forces that lay behind them. 

He writes about WilHam Madison WoodJ a 
Lawrence mill owner who tried to imitate the 
automotive and steel giants by buildmg a giant 
textile empire, onlv to have it sag and crumble 
because of an inability to control supply (the 
wool growers were in Australia) or demand 
(how do you make people go on buying heavy 
serge suits?) 

He writes approvingly of two woman Re- 
formers: Mary Antio, a Russian- Jewish immi- 
grant who became a lecturer on religious and 
racial toleration; and EmOy Greene Balcb* a 
Unitarian Yankee who campaigned for urban 
reforms and world peace, who ultimately won 
a Nobd Prize He applauds the efforts thee 
two made to get out of their upbringings and 
deal with a larger world f 

He is harder on Laura Elizabeth Richards, 
brought up in an idyllic Boston, who wrote 
children's verse and lead campaigns for small - 
town improvement and summer camps. Ri- 
chards's efforts, laudable as they may have 
been, were based on hierarchical assumptions 
and escapism, he feeds. He ascribes a stmuar 
kind of escapism to Louise Andrews Kent, 
author of a series of bucolic household essays 
for women. And he suggests that a different 
lfind of escapism has been at work in simh 
scientific meritocrats as Vannevar Bush and 
James Bryant ConanL 

Warner’s enthusiasms go to those who sacri- 
fice upward momentum lot social and cultural 
incJusiveness. A settlement house is more of an 
engine than a rocket booster, he feds. Among 
his heroes are the failed union agitator Feed 
Erwin Beale and the ecologist Rachel Carson. 

While Warner is hanging his views upon 


personalities of those, like Bakh and Conant, 
who make his case. 

Warner’s intentions go one way. His book, 
winningiy conceived ana executed with a de- 
gree of jitters and restlessness, goes several 
ways. What remains is not so much the exam- 
ple of those who over came the timitatiemrof 
their province, as the notion that all real virtues 
are provincial and that being provincial, they 
will pass.

USFL Suing NFL for 'Conspiracy’

NEW YORK — The US. Football League 
brought an antitrust suit against the National 
Football League late Wednesday, charging it with 
monopolizing and conspiring to control “the busi- 
ness of major-league professional footbalL” 

The suit, filed in Federal District Coun in Man- 
hattan, seeks 51.32 billion in damages and asks the 
coun to declare illeg al the NFL’s relationship with 
the three major television networks. 

The suit contends that the NFL has an influence 
over the networks to the extent that the younger 
group and its member dubs are unable to compete 
as a major league. No trial date has been set. 

Named as defendants are the NFL, its 28 mem- 
ber teams and Commissioner Pete Rozefle. Al- 
though ABC, CBS and NBC are not named as 
defendants, they are died as “involuntary co- 
conspirators" and an “essential facility necessary 

to the plaintiffs’ survival.” 

Besides seeking actual damages of S44Q million, 
which are trebled in antitrust cases, the USFL 
asked the court: 

•That the NFL be divided into two separate 
and competing 1 4-team leagues, with each limited 
to a contract with one major network, or that the 
NFL as currently constituted be allowed to main- 
tain contracts with no more than two networks. 

• That NFL dubs be enjoined from enforcing or 
implementing player-movement rules that might 
have the effect of increasing the roster size of tbdr 
teams and thereby limiting the USFL’s ability to 
negotiate with players who would not otherwise be 
under contract to NFL teams. 

• That NFL dubs be enjoined from making 
contract offers for future services of p layers under 
contract to the USFL; (hat they not enter into any 
contracts that would give them exclusive use of 
stadiums, and that they not force their game offi- 
cials to sign "exclusive” NFL contracts. 

The suit arose from the USFL’s recent decision 
to move its schedule to the fall in 1986, which 
would pot it in direct competition with the NFL 

The USFL which began play in 1982, has com- 


pleted two seasons of a spring-summer schedule. 
According to the suit, the league lost S100 million 
oyer the first two seasons. Those losses, combined 
with extensive market surveys, convinced USFL 
owners that a switch to football during the sport’s 
traditional months would be necessary. 

According to the suit, however, attempts to 
negotiate a lucrative television contract have been 
difficult And the reason, it charges, is that the 
NFL — which has a five-year. Si l billion pact 
with the three networks that was signed in I9S2 — 
has exerted sufficient influence on the networks to 
minimize their interest in the younger league. 

As an example, the suit cites the USFL's rela- 
tionship with ABC, the only major over-the-air 
network that has televised USFL games. 

It accuses ABC of failing to promote the USFL 
and of making publicly disparaging remarks about 
the league. That, the suit charges, is a result of “the 
defendants' influence on ABC backed by defen- 
dants’ threat to modify ABCs favored position in 
its coverage of prime-time NFL football or to 
cease doing business with ABC.” 

The suit also charges that, since the USFL 
announced its move to a fall schedule, neither of 
the two other major networks has been willing to 
negotiate a contract for the 1986 season. Represen- 
tatives of one of those networks, the suit said, idd 
the USFL it would be willing to buy future USFL 
television rights — but only if the other network 
did so. The suit does not identify the network with 
which the USFL held such conversations. 

In addition, the suit dies several actions as 
evidence that the NFL has tried lo ‘‘control” 
player movement, such as the supplemental draft 
of players under contract in other leagues. 

It also complains about the NFL’s exclusive 
relationship with men who serve as game officials. 

The suit says that as long as the USFL’s sched-

N EW YORK. — A member of 
the family with an unnamed 
daughter wanted to know how I felt 
about girls being named Summer. 

Not warning to get involved in 
what was none of my business. I 
lied and said it doesn't matter what 
your name is so long as you've got 
sterling character, money and a 
good lawyer. The truth is, of course 
it matters what name parents give a 
child. 

A name like Summer practically 
dooms a girl baby to grow up ana 
go into show business. As soon as 
she's named, you can look down at 
her in the cradle and see her 25 
years hence. She is silting in front 
of a camera as the clock hand 
sweeps toward 6 pun. and a voice is 
saying: 

“And now to bring you tonight’s 
news, here are anchorpersoos Sum- 
mer Rabinowitz and Keith Con- 
ley.” 

Yes. poor linJe Keith, born just 
three weeks ago. is also marked by 
nomenclature for show business. Lf 
not an anchoiperson, Keith will 
probably have to spend bis days 
performing in those awful made- 
f or- television movies that last 10 
hours and are interrupted so often 
by deodorant peddlers that they 
take all week to show.

Keith could have escaped this 
fate if his parents had named him 
Mike. Pete. Sam. John. A1 or Bill. 
Mikes. Petes, Sams, Johns, Als and 
Bills can grow up to be almost 
anything they want, while Keiths 
and Summers have to battle heavy 
odds to avoid careers in dental 
caps. 

Girl babies who are named 
Spring, Winter and Autumn or Fall 
are in much the same pickle. I have 
known nearly a dozen women so 
cursed, and nearly all are out of 
work almost constantly because 
they saw no alternatives to show 
business careers. 

The one exception Is the daugh- 
ter of the famous busband-and- 
wife team of comedians. Summer 
and Keith Guy. Since the Guys bad 
a great sense of humor, they imme- 
diately realized it would ruin a 
wonderful gag to name their new- 
born daughter Aut umn. So they 
named her Fall. 

Fall Guy did not go into show 
business, but studied law. She is 
today the United States's foremost 


courtroom champion of children 
indicted on charges of parent 
abuse. 

She is the lawyer whose argu- 
ment was instrumental in creating 
the Supreme Court's so-called Fall 
Guy Rule. This requires the police, 
before arresting a child for parent 
abuse, to determine if the parents 
have given the child a foolish name 
and to beat them with rubber hoses 
if they have.

Speaking of beatings. I am as- 
tonished at the vast number of un- 
beaten young men named Jason 
you meet nowadays. When I was a 
child, only the most sadistic par- 
ents named their sons Jason. 

Like Perrys and Horaces. Jasons 
existed only to be beaten in the 
schoolyard by classmates named 
Spike and Buicb. 1 never encoun- 
tered a Jason during years and 
years of school but judging from 
the hordes of Jasons who have 
come out of the closet in the last 
few years.

No. of course it doesn't matter 
what your name is. not really, but if 
it's Summer. geL yourself a good 
agent, darting, and if it's Spike or 
Butch, there's no use trying to talk 
your way past the cops at my office 
door.

Steam Engines Still Puffing in China

D ATONG. China — A shiny 
black leviathan, welded 
from 133 tons of steeL nosed out 
of the shed. Its six driving wheels, 
painted bright red with white 
trim, slowly picked up speed- 

The whistle screeched. Billow- 
ing steam obscured the sunlight. 
The 6.736th model of the Qianiin 
locomotive had left the assembly 
line of the Datong steam-engine 
factory. 

The rest of the world may be 
seeking sleeker ways to travel but 
in China the old steam engine 
prevails. About 7.000 of the loco- 
motives ply the rails from the des- 
erts of Xinjiang to the steppes of 
Inner Mongolia and the rain for- 
ests of Yunnan. 

With highways and airports 
largely undeveloped. China reties 
foremost on its 32.000 miles of 
railways. Trains cany 70 percent 
of its freight and 60 percent of its 
travelers — that means three mil- 
lion Chinese a day. 

The Ministry of Railways says 
it expects this load to more chan 
double by the year 2000. The Chi- 
nese keep making steam engines 
to meet the need because they 
cost $125,000, barely a third of 
the cost of a diesel engine, and 
can run on China's substantial 
coal reserves. 

“The diesel engine is more effi- 
cient," said Xu Hongpel the chief 
engineer at the Datong steam-en- 
gine factory'- “but we have a lot of 
coaL and the cost is cheaper." 

The sprawling Datong plant, 
set amid the coal mines of Shanxi 
province in northern China, turns 
out 270 to 280 locomotives a year, 
which. Xu said, makes it the larg- 
est locomotive factory in the 
world. 

Besides the 2.890-horsepower 
Qianjin, which means “forward,” 
the factory manufactures the 
Jianshe. or “construction," which 
has a mere 2200 horsepower. 

The Chinese, who are usually 
not sentimental about animal s or 
machines, have nicknamed such 
steam locomotives lie niu, or “iron 
oxen." for their strength and 
stamina. Xu said the Qianjin 
could travel 50 miles an hour (80 
kilometers an hour) and pull 50 
freight cars. It pulls only 16 pas- 
senger cars, he said, because more 


wii) not fit along a railway station 
platform. 

Trains were introduced into 
China in 1876 when the British 
built the fust railway. Today, 
there are about 32.000 miles of 
track, according to the Ministry 
of Railways. 

The Qianjin locomotive was de- 
signed in China and first pro- 
duced 25 years ago. Despite im- 
provements. such as a screw 
device that feeds coal into the 
furnace, e liminating the need lor 
a shoveling fireman, the locomo- 
tive looks dice the grand old steam 
engines that Western countries 
were using half a century ago. 

History has sprung up around 
the steam locomotive. The Man- 
churian city of Harbin developed 
as a Russian railway center on a 
shortcut from Siberia to the Far 
East During the Russian civil war 
in 1918-20, the Whites fitted loco- 
motives with steel plate like bat- 
tleships and sallied forth from 
Harbrn to duel in Siberia with 
trains armored by the Bolsheviks. 

The romance has not faded. 


Chinese films have shown young 
peasants racing to the railroad 
tracks to marvel at the mighty 
engines capable of whisking them 
away from rural monotony. The 
Chinese press has complained 
about some peasants hopping 
freights to get around 

The Ministry of Railways, 
mindful of the' pollution, noise 
and low efficiency of the steam 
engine, has introduced diesel en- 
gines between the busier cities of 
eastern China and has electrified 
1.430 miles of track on major 
lines. 

“Problems with- railways are 
impeding the growth of our na- 
tional economy, the main obsta- 
cles being outdated equipment, 
backward management and 
shortage of mileage," Li Xuan, a 
deputy railways minister . wrote in 
Economic Daily last spring. 

He said that while the value of 
China's industrial and agricultur- 
al output had jumped eight times 
since the first five-year plan in the 
1950s, the number of locomotives 
had increased by only 270 percent 


and the length of track by 130 
percent. 

Ma Yus hi an associate profes- 
sor at the Academy of Railway 
Sciences, has argued that steam 
engines are suitable for China. 
Writing in China Daily, Ma said 
they still hauled 80 percent of the 
country’s rail traffic. 

Xu Hongpd said bis steam-en- 
gine factory at Datong had been 
talking with an American compa- 
ny about developing a more effi- 
cient. less polluting locomotive 
that would run on coal gas. But he 
refused to give further details. 

In the meantime hundreds of 
railroad buffs from as far away as 
the United States, Britain and 
West Germany visit Datong each 
year to watch (he big locomotives 
being made and. if they are lucky, 
to take a rattling-good test ride. 

The government has ordered 
the Datong factory to start mak- 
ing some diesel engines on a trial 
basis next year. But Xu said, “Per- 
sonally. 1 think that steam loco- 
motives will be used for a long 
time."

Entertainer Acquitted 


The rock n’ roll entertainer Jer- 
ry Lee Lewis was acquitted of in- 
come tax evasion Thursday by a 
federal jury in Memphis, Tennes- 
see that rejected charges he hid his 
assets by buying luxury cars, furs 
and gifts for friends and threatened 
Interna! Revenue Service agents. 
The IRS charged that the 49-year- 
old singer, who rocketed to fame in 
the 1950s with the songs “Whole 
Loita Shakut*” and “Great Balls of 
Fire," amassed a tax bill including 
penalties and interest, of more Mian 
$1.1 million for 1975 through 1980. 
The government has collected more 
than $500,000 by attaching Lewis's 
concert and recording receipts and 
by seizing cars, jewelry and other 
property owned by the singer. That 
leaves Lems owing more than 
$653,000 in back taxes, interest and 
penalties, the government says.
